Action upon a new draft of rules 
authorizing druggists’ sales of such 
liquors on physicians’ prescriptions 
was postponed for an indefinite per­ 
iod, pending the 
results

“dry legislation in congress. 
The treasury's decision to w ith­ 
hold authority for such liquor sales 
to the public came after conferences 
when officials 
agreed 
new 
rules 
would be prem ature in view of pros­ 
pect of new 
amendments 
to 
the 
Volstead law nullifying them. 
By today’s decision which prac­ 
tically side tracked carefully drawn 
regulations, under which breweries 
would have been 
allowed 
to 
go 
ahead full speed making “medicin­ 
al’’ beer with a kick and sales to 
the sick would have been authoriz­ 
ed in amounts of 4 7-8 gallons at 
one time, the machinery for issuing 
these classes of non-beverage per­ 
mits was brought to an abrupt^stop.

There has come an ending to the policy of wait, watch and 
ee, so far as American-Mexican relations are concerned. Wash- 
ngton is about to recognize the Obregon regime in Mexico and 
rive that perennially troubled land a fair chance to get on the 
tigh road of a better destiny. 
There is to be no pretty passing or fanciful maneuvering di­ 
plomatically. Obregon will not be forced to issue a protocol'of 
ruarantees, a humiliation that might very well shove hun into the 
ist of ex-Presidents. 
The way to recognition is to be smoothed as much as possible. 
Yhile none of America’s rights is to be flouted. Secretary Hughes 
xpects to safeguard them without affronting Mexican sensi- 
ilities. 
What matters whether we have assurances or guarantees 
rom Mexico? 
Fulfillment of either will depend upon the men, 
he good will and the spirit of the Mexican Government. 
When the settlement comes and recognition is extended, 
here will be a general feeling of satisfaction 
in 
the United 
States. Despite all the irritations that have been ours since the 
ladero rebellion of 1910, America has little other than good 
dishes for Mexico and the Mexicans. Frontier bitterness does not 
xtend far from the border. Mexico always has been a good cus- 
:>mer of ours, and her sons have been welcomed in oui schools.
